IT WAS about 50 years ago that 
Bruce, an English army doctor, re­ 
ported a new disease from the Island 
of Malt*. It was a long-continued, 
mild fever, caused by a germ which 
infected goats. The germ got into 
the goat’s milk, and as goat milk is 
the regular dairy product in Malta, 
the disease was frequently trans­ 
planted in the human population. 
For a long time it was compla­ 
cently supposed that Malta fever 
did not appear outside the Island of 
Malta. That complacency was due 
for a rude awakening. The first 
cases of Malta fever or. as it is 
called here, undulant fever, seen in 
the United States were of the chron­ 
ic type. all in soldiers or sailors who 
were hospitalized at Hot Springs, 
Arkansas, with the diagnosis of 
chronic rheumatism. 
Many Cases Reported 
Since 1920 many cases of the 
fever have been reported in the 
United States. It is, in fact, our 
commonest continued fever (with 
the exception of tuberculosis). The 
sources of infection are cows and 
pigs as w’ell as goats. American 
herds are widely infected with car­ 
rier animals. 
The acute form is well known as 
a low fever of long duration, some­ 
times prostrating the patient for 
three months or more. But the germ 
is hard to down; even when appar­ 
ently recovered, a person may be a 
carrier or the victim of chronic 
brucellosis (still another name for 
it.) 
The commonest form is like the 
original cases—a chronic rheuma­ 
tism. But nearly any part of the 
body may be the seat of the symp­ 
toms. The nose, throat and ear in­ 
fections, tonsillitis, cough and chest 
infection, bronchitis, pleurisy, heart 
trouble, dyspepsia, bladder and fe­ 
male trouble, backache, headache, 
depression, apprehension, skin erup­ 
tions have all been described. 
“Nervous Prostration” 
Perhaps after chronic rheuma­ 
tism the commonest form is general 
lassitude, fatigue and exhaustion, 
the general picture which is called 
“neurasthenia” or “nervous pros­ 
tration.” Dr. Alice C. Evans, the 
foremost American student of the 
disease, writes: 
“These facts challenge the right 
of a physician to make a diagnosis 
of neurasthenia — a diagnosis re­ 
garded as dishonorable by the pa­ 
tient. and also bv his family, his
